Commi ssion staff is presenting these rules for
your information, in case you have any input on the
rules to be readopted w thout change. |If there are
no changes, no vote will be necessary. |If you w sh
to make a change, a vote would be required.

CHAI RMAN BORST: So for today, take any
guestions or comments basically?

CHAI RMAN BORST: Does anyone have any
guestions or comments on the readopted rules that
are on the agenda? Seeing none, then | guess we
don't have to have a notion, then, right?

This is the
St andar dbred Advi sory Board's program The
advi sory board is the board -- it's a five-nmenber
gover nor appointed board that used to be in the
O fice of Comm ssioner of Agriculture back in 1994
and then noved over to the Racing Comm ssion.

They prescribe the conditions of the Indiana
Sire Stakes and Indiana Sire Fair circuit. The
county fairs actually ran under the rules and
regul ati ons of the USTA.

So our role with those prograns is that we
help set up the fair schedule. W control the
conditions for those races. The fairs actually put
on the fair programthrough the USTA rules, but we
adm ni ster the drug testing program because we are
usi ng breed devel opnment funds for their purses that
have al ready been approved.

So our budget is fairly small. It's an
appropriation from-- used to be an appropriation
fromthe state and now it's actually an
appropriation fromthe Comm ssion that conmes to the

advi sory board for those prograns.
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So our costs are pretty nuch the
adm ni stration of the drug testing program W do
do a stipend for the fairs to help themhire the
officials that are required for the USTA and sone
pronotions for the county fairs.

So | would be happy to answer questions you
have.

CHAI RMAN BORST: Any questions for Jessica?

PENNYCUFF: Conmi ssioners, PENN ADW LLC,
doi ng busi ness as Hol |l ywood Races or PENN, filed
for and was approved as a secondary para-nutuel
organi zation of SPMO at a public hearing in front
of this Comm ssion on July 15, 2021, for a one-year
peri od.

The other six SPMJO s |icense renewal period
runs from January 1st to Decenber 31st of each
cal endar year, nmaking PENN the only m dyear
approval required. 71 IAC 2-2-1 allows the
Comm ssion to waive a rule if conpliance of the
rule is inpracticable or unduly burdensone,
provi ding waiving the rule will still ensure that
t he para-nmutuel wagering in Indiana will continue
to be conducted with the highest standards and the
greatest level integrity.

The approval of the extension for PENN as a
SPMO t hrough Decenber 31, 2022, pursuant to 71 | AC
2-2-1(c) relieves the burden on PENN and the
Comm ssion by allow ng all SPMO renewal periods to
begin on January 1 and end on Decenber 31 and
assures that para-nmutuel wagering on horse races in

Caesars Racebook is a wholly owned subsidiary of
Caesars Entertainment, Inc. The Oregon Racing
Comm ssion approved the digital services agreenent
on March 6, 2022. That's significant because the
Oregon Racing Comm ssion is the organi zation that
| i censed the ADW hubs and there will be yearly
audits scheduled for all hub |icensees.

NYRA Bets' request is a simlar to TVG s
request to add FanDuel to its SPMO |license as a
marketing affiliate at the May 28, 2020 Comm ssion
neeting. The goal is to build interest n horse
raci ng product through a famliar brand. The back
end of Caesars Racebook is under conplete control
of NYRA Bets.

Because the addition of Caesars Racebook
represents a material change to NYRA Bets' SPMO
| i cense application, it would require Conm ssion
approval. Based on the del egation of authority to
approve 2022 race matters prior to the next
Conm ssion neeting, with review by the Conm ssion
at the next neeting that was given to the Executive

MS. PITMAN:  Thank you, Matt. Wth the
I npl enentation of the first batch of the HI SA
rules, the racetrack safety rules effective July 1,
the Authority has requested every racing conm ssion
wher e thoroughbred racing is conducted to sign an
agreenent, which essentially prom ses HI SA t hat

racing in Indiana will be conpliant with the new
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federal regul ations that becone effective on
July 1.

The agreenment basically identifies to HI SA the
i ndi vidual s at the racetrack and comm ssion | evel
that will be responsible for H SA rul e enforcenent
in Indiana. If H SA rules are not enforced by
ei ther the Conmm ssion stewards and/or a conbi nation
of Commi ssion and racetrack enpl oyees, then the | aw
allows HHSA to hire individuals to do so.

If that is the case, then the additional
expense to do that would al so be passed down to the
racetrack and ultimately the horsenmen to pay, in
addition to the fee HI SA has al ready assessed.
Furthernmore, failure to conduct racing using
federal rule enforcenent could jeopardi ze a
percent age of sinulcast proceeds that are currently
deposited into the horsenen's purse account.

Uni formregul ation, if done correctly, is a
good thing. Unfortunately, the proposed HI SA
| npl enent ati on process to date has been anything
but easy, which is why it will alnost certainly be
a continuous work in progress.

Qur racing office
has been talking to the trainers and the owners,
trying to help themget set up. If | call it Joe
dunb proof, if I can figure out howto do it
anybody can, not mnmy expertise. Sone trainers, sone
of them m ght not even have conputers, so we've got
to help them get set up. And Chris Bowes and his
crew is working on that to get through all of that.

As the Chair said earlier, | don't think any
of us like it. It is the law. W do need to
figure it out and work through it, and that's what
we're attenpting to do. Qur first day under HI SA
will be July 4.

It is difficult to get a straight answer on how
rules are going to be enforced and often the answer
varies fromone neeting to the next.

Additionally, we have seen the Authority
abandon the direction from Congress by changi ng the
program effective date, by noving enforcenent dates
on rules without the perm ssion of the FTC or
Congress and by forcing registrations onto industry
partici pants, who nust agree to all of the rules
when the total set of rules have not been revi ewed
or approved by the FTC including the registration
rul e.

July 16, M. Mrris was kind enough to arrange
a ZOOM neeting here in this neeting and we did have
at | east have 50 horsenen here and with Al ex Wl der
fromH SA, an attorney. No offense, Matt, Dale,
don't take any offense, but | mght say when we
poi nt bl ank asked him | point blank asked hi m has
the HI SA registration rule been approved by the
FTC, he hesitated a second, which told ne | knew
what he was going to say, and he said yes. | said
are you sure. He said yes.

Just for interest, the FTC met the afternoon

of June 16 at 1 o'clock and this was not on their
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docket and they neet once a nonth. So they don't
meet until July. So it's not been approved or
revi ewed by the FTC.

| have an e-mail from John Roach, who is the
attorney for HI SA, and he states the registration
has not approved by the FTC. W anticipate that
the FTC will consider the rule this nonth. W
apol ogi ze. M. Wal der m sspoke, m sspoke.

If | get up and make a comment |ike that, |
know what they'd say about ne is that you' re |ying,
you're lying. It's funny the next day when you try
to get out of a jam and got caught, he m sspoke.
You think that an attorney with HI SA enpl oyed by
t hem woul d know the rules. Evidently they don't.

Secondly, the Authority has failed to
prorul gated rul es based upon the suggestions of
trainers, owners, jockeys and practicing
veterinarians who have a lifetinme of experience in
the industry. It is our opinion the Act along with
t he aspects of the regulations are unconstitutional
for a variety of reasons.

One of the nost troubling is the triconic
approach that forces horsenen to waive their basic
constitutional rights to due process and a fair and

speedy hearing for any alleged violation by
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registering via rule that has not been approved by
the FTC. [I've got copies | would like to provide
the Comm ssion, and | think |I've got one for
everybody. If | may, I'll just present these to

Deena, and this is the letter from Senator Chuck

Grassley Monday. | went to the FTC and | went to
the Authority. |I'mnot going to read the whole
letter. 1'Il let you read it, but |I do want to

poi nt out a couple of things it says in this
letter.

This letter is signed by four senators, Chuck
Grassl ey, Joe Manchin, John Kennedy, and Joni
Ernst. To the Honorable Lina Khan, Chair of the
Federal Trade Comm ssion, to Ms. Lisa Lazarus,
Presi dent and CEO of the Horseracing Integrity and
Safety Act. First, the Authority publicly stated
in a Decenber 2021 press release that it wll not
i npl ement the anti-doping and nedi cal control
program by the statutory deadline of July 1, 2022.
This deadline is statutorily required and neither
the FTC nor the Authority have the Authority to
extend the deadline.

Later it tal ks about the deadline, its risk
| eaving the regul ated industry wi thout the

certainty and transparency they need to budget for
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the current or future race neets. We don't know
what it's going to cost. This first round of
412,000, it's just a start. That's the safety and
integrity part, which to me personally insults ne
because | think we've got a fine group of staff
here in Indiana. [|'mvery confident in Dr.
Peterson, Dr. Hardy and the other vets that we have
here. And to ne it's a slap in their face by

I npl ying possibly they' re not doing as nuch as they
shoul d be doi ng.

Hl SA has yet to give the industry the entire
budget for the programs, and thus far is unduly and
unnecessarily expensive. A fix to uniformrules
and uni form standards can be relatively sinple and
| nexpensive without a whole new | ayer of nonestrous
federal oversight paying federal bureaucrats |arge
six and seven figure salaries. Any such effort by
t he federal governnent is extrenely troubl esone and
inall likelihood will be extrenely detrinmental to
the financial wellbeing of the thoroughbred racing
| ndustry.

Also, I'll give you an update. The Indiana
HBPA, along with 11 of its affiliates and the
Nati onal HBPA, filed theirs briefs this past Mnday

in New Oleans in the Fifth Crcuit Court
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chal l enging the constitutionality of HI SA a
75- page docunent, 223 pages appendi x agai n.

The Supreme Court of the United States cane
out with the anti-conmmndeering doctrine. It was
derived fromthe 10th Amendnment of our
Constitution. It says the federal governnent
cannot require states or state officials to adopt
or enforce federal law. There is the main crux of
the state of Texas and the Texas Raci ng Conm ssi on
in their suit challenge to H SA, the
anti-commndeeri ng act doctri ne.

This is the new whip, which was to go into
effect July 1. It got postponed until August 1,
due to a lack of whips available. There are many
owners in this industry that only have one or two
horses, and can you i nmagi ne the di sappoi nt ment when
they finally win a race, maybe break their nmaiden
and the next day they get a call froma steward
saying M. Borris, sure amsorry to notify you of
this, but your jokey struck the horse one nore than
was al |l owed and you've | ost your purse; are you
ki ddi ng ne.

We're going to expect our jockeys on a race
that lasts a mnute and 35 seconds going a mle,

taking it in their mnd to be counting the nunber
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of strikes they use. Two purposes for this. No. 1
Is to control the horse. You' ve got to remenber,
the jockeys have only a set reins and are bouncing
on the balls of their feet on a saddl e which

I ncludes the stirrups that weighs two and a half
pounds.

This is their tool. This is their tool of
their trade. They nmust control the horse with
this. It's also used to urge the horse. And if it
would be all right, 1'd like to do a little
denonstration for you, and I'mgoing to call upon
our chaplain here, Oto Cobra, to assist ne in a
denonstration for you about the effectiveness of
this and why it is dangerous.

Now, Otto was a success jockey. He had many
| eadi ng jockey awards at neets. He also starred in
alittle novie that Disney nmade called Secretariat.
He played in Secretariat. So if you haven't seen
it, go hone and rent it and you'll see Oto in the
novie. Oto --

Now, notice, | amnot wearing a flap jacket.
This is all mass. This cones from eating gall ons
and gallons of ice cream (Oto, you've probably
been waiting to do this for a long tine.

CHAlI RMAN BORST: There will be others, too.
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(Denmonstration presented.)

MR. ELMORE: Now, wait just a mnute, Oto,
don't hold back. But for just a noment, just a
nonment, cl ose your eyes. Close your eyes and
listen to this.

(Denonstration presented.)

MR. ELMORE: Thank you, Oto. It sounds |ike
a firecracker, would you agree? Chairman Borst, as
a doctor of veterinary nedicine, is it true that
donesticated and farmanimls are often frightened
by fireworks?

CHAI RVAN BORST: | wrote a whole bunch of
prescriptions yesterday for dogs.

MR. ELMORE: For the Fourth of July?

CHAI RVAN BORST: Yes, | did.

MR. ELMORE: Well, see, the horses are the
sanme way, especially young horses. This is going
to scare a horse. | asked Fernando Del a Cruse,
who's been a | eading rider here, | asked Rodney
Prescott independently, who's the w nning nost
jockey in the history of Indiana racing, and they
describe this in one word, dangerous, dangerous.

We don't have any studies on how a horse is
going to react to this. That sound can nmake a

horse dart, go sone other direction, do something
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di fferent than what they're accustomed to.

This whip was used in a race |ast week. Samy
Bernmuda used this whip in a race. |It's his.
Rodney Prescott was riding the race to be outside
of him \When Rodney heard this, they were
approaching the finish line, and Rodney thought
t here was an active shooter on the apron. If the
perception is to the betting public, who we often
forget about, that this is kinder and gentler to a
horse, how are they going to perceive the sound
that they're going to hear when you' ve got nultiple
riders com ng down the stretch and it sounds |ike
an AR15 goi ng off.

COW SSI ONER ESTES: W Il you take a question?

MR. ELMORE: Onh, absolutely. | love
guesti ons.

COW SSI ONER ESTES: \Where are these whips
used presently?

MR. ELMORE: | don't know of anyplace. Jeff
Johnston fromthe Jockeys Guild is here. Jeff,
could you answer that? | don't know of any, which
coul d be.

MR. JOHNSTON: This particular whip was
devel oped by retired Jockey Ranon Dom nquez. It

cane out about two or three years ago. He did
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prelimnary studies and trial periods in New York
with a nunber of jockeys. They had several
problens with them with the way they're hol di ng
up. They would fall apart. They would break. He
spent two plus years developing it.

We' ve asked Ranmobn -- and | ast year they
I npl emented it in Monnouth. So to answer your
guestion, the only participating racetrack that is
actively using them was Monnmouth Park. They were
mandat ory there | ast year.

However, Monnouth Park also | ast year did away
with any whipping rule other than for safety, which
I s another issue that Brian nentioned and | wll,
if you'll allow me to bring up, is a major concern
of m ne.

So they have not been used regularly. The
peopl e that have used them have been restricted,
heavily restricted, in using them There are sone
concerns with being able -- the safety of them
being able to pull the whip through because of the
desi gn popper to change | ength, change hands, if
you have to hit a horse right-handed or
| eft-handed, you have to switch them quickly.

Jocks have conpl ai ned that they actually drop

reins when they're pulling themthrough because the
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wi deness of the popper. So there are additional
safety concerns with their use. And for what
reason.

The vets have not conplained the last few
years since we switched fromthe old style whip to
the new safety riding crop with the padded popper,
t he seven-inch popper. It was not cylinder pul
like this one is, but it does have a conpression
i ndex in the regulation. It is in your current
regul ati on now. We have not seen reports of horses
being cut or welts being seen. So the inpetus for
this new specific riding crop is | don't know |
haven't seen the evidence.

Brian al so nmentioned the supply chain issue,
the supply issue. There are -- Ranopn has said,
he's told nme specifically he has 500 in the
war ehouse ready to go. HISA officials have said
that they do not anticipate a problemw th supply
| ssues.

If you consider we have 15 to 1600 licensed
j ockeys annually throughout the United States,
eight to 900 active jockeys that ride four to 500
horse races each year at several racetracks, and
each jockey does not have one riding crop. They

have several. They have five. They have eight.
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If they ride at nmultiple racetracks regularly, they
wi Il have four or five at each racetrack

In addition, exercise riders, | don't know how
many exercise riders you have on the track or what
we have nationally, but it is in nmultiples of the
nunber of jockeys. So to think that 500 or even
doubl e that is going to neet the needs of the
popul ation who will be carrying a riding crop,
they're highly m staken. Thus, the one-nonth
del ay.

Now, we do have ot her jockeys or industrial
pr of essional s that have made riding crops in the
past that are | ooking at different designs that
neet the specifications. However, the
specifications from H SA mandate that there's a
five-m|limeter conpression index in that popper.
There's no tool currently in existence to neasure a
five-m|llinmeter conpression index in a riding crop.

It is going to be left to your stewards to
det erm ne whet her these new riding crops from ot her
manuf acturers conme in and neet the specifications,
I ncluding the ones that Ranon makes, because Ranobn
has a maker now who is in Louisiana. There is no
base for the riding crop. So they do not have to

be i ndependently certified before they are rel eased
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for sale.

So nobody is checking on the conpression index
to nmake sure that the whips that are mandat ed by
Hl SA actually neet the restrictions in the H SA
rule. So it will be left up to your steward to
squeeze it between their fingers and determne if
It 1s soft enough. So |I don't know how they're
going to do that, against, the rules avail able.

If I may just one second --

MR. ELMORE: | was just getting ready to say
everything you said, but that's okay. Go ahead.

MR. JOHNSTON: This will be ny one thing on
the use of the riding crop is the six tines
maxi rum  Unl ess, and in every rule that they're
creating now, including New Jersey |ast year, you
can use the riding crop if it's a safety concern.
You can go over the max. |If you hit them seven or
eight tinmes, but two of those tines are for safety
i ssues, then they're free. You get a freebie.

However, Oito can attest to this too, to use
the riding crop properly for, safety you have to do
It before a horse reacts to sonething. You can
sense, the jockey on the horse, the rider, the
exercise rider on the horse, can feel or sense a

horse. Maybe it pricks its ears, maybe it turns

its head. But it is not noticeable to the general
public and it cannot be noticeable to your
stewards, no matter how adequately or highly

trai ned and acclainmed they are. 1In your steward
stand, a steward cannot see what a jockey feels and
anticipates in a horse, and you have to react and
hit that horse in order for that horse to maintain
focus.

If you wait until the horse reacts or does
sonet hing wong and you're using it for safety, a
safety neasure, to react to the horse doing
sonething, that's like putting your safety belt on
after your car has driven off the cliff. It is
usel ess, and a steward will not able to see that.

So when a jockey is called in for a hearing
because he hit one nore tine over the limt and
they' ve taken an owner's purse away, that jockey's
argunent is | had to do it for safety, and that
steward's argunment is well, we couldn't see that on
the films. It's a flawed system and you're putting
your stewards in a very precarious situation as
wel | as your owners and the jockeys and every ot her
i ndustry personnel.

So with that, I'll turn it back to Brian.

Thank you.
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CHAI RMAN BORST: Thank you, Jeff. Appreciate
it.

MR. ELMORE: In closing, I'd just like to say
this. This com ng weekend, we were going to hold
our annual jockeys and jeans event, which is a
fundrai ser for the permanently disabled jockeys at
Churchill Downs. Last year it was at Monnouth
Park, this year at Churchill Downs. | am honored
to serve as an anbassador for this event as is Joe
Morris. Joe and | worked closely on this. There
are 62 permanently di sabl ed jockeys, 42 of them are
in wheelchairs. It's the reality of our gane.

And | hope and pray that that nunber does not
i ncrease by utilizing a whip that we're not certain
IS going to do the job. | also want to say on
behal f of jockeys and jeans, they're very
appreci ative of Caesars Entertai nnent being a
primary sponsor this year of the event at Churchil
Downs.

And to take it one step further to show their

commtnent to the horse racing industry, next year

the event will be held at Caesars Pal ace in Las
Vegas. | think that speaks a | ot about our track
oper at or.

The Act provided state racing
comm ssions until April 1 to informthe Authority
of their intent to pay the 2022 fee.

In addition, the Authority pronul gated rules
providing that if the state racing comm ssion does
not respond to the request for paynent, then the
responsibility for paynent falls to the
t horoughbred racetrack in the state.

The IHRC did not informthe Authority of its
deci sion on whether to pay the fee for April 1,
2022. Therefore, the fee paynent, then, defaulted
to Horseshoe Indianapolis to pay. Horseshoe
| ndi anapolis received a letter fromthe Authority
on May 9, 2022, stating that the amount due to the
Aut hority for 2022 was $412,685. And that covered
a six-nonth period fromJuly 1 to Decenber 31 of
2022.

Hor seshoe | ndi anapolis and I ndi ana Horsenen's
Benevol ent Protective Association noved forward

i mredi ately to cone up with a solution to pay the
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first H SA fee assessnent. The agreed upon
solution includes utilizing funds generated from
the racetrack's export signal cell before expenses
and splits to cover the fee for 2022. This
arrangenent will result in equal contributions from
the racetracks export sales comm ssion and export
noni es all ocated by contract to the horsenen's
purse account.

Wth the tight deadlines HI SA established for
raci ng conm ssions to conmt to paying an
unbudgeted fee assessnent of this size, | wish to
recogni ze and appl aud the horsenen of Indiana and
Caesars for their part in stepping up to the plate

with a plan to cover this assessnent.

Further, I wish to offer the foll ow ng
proposal. After many internal neetings and a
revi ew of our budget, | would Iike to suggest a

share of the paying type of proposition whereby the
Comm ssion agrees to pay Horseshoe Indianapolis in
t he amobunt $137,562, one-third of the total HI SA
fee, to help offset the anount of noney that wll
essentially be com ng out of the purse account.

Pl ease understand that while we find ourselves
in the position to be able to make such a paynent

for this year, it's certainly not something we are
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able to sustain for future H SA assessnents.
Additionally, in no way would any paynent to

Hor seshoe | ndi anapolis or its parent conpany,
Caesars Enterprise Services, be construed as a
paynent to the Authority or the federal governnment
of the United States nor would it bind the |IHRC

I nto maki ng any future paynent to the Authority or
federal governnent.

Shoul d the Conmm ssion here today be anendabl e
to such a proposal, | believe the next step woul d
be to ask for a notion and then a vote.

CHAI RMAN BORST: Thank you. You know, as we
said earlier and Deena said, the horsenen and
Caesar working together on this is amazing, and we
just think we should participate, too. W can, and
we' ve got the budget to do it this time, but as
Brian says we have no idea what 2023 is going to
be. It could be four tines that, five tines that.
We just don't know.
